41. To see if the town will vote to require its different town 
officers who have the expending of the town’s money for their 
various departments to itemize in the annual printed report all 
moneys received, from whom, and when received and each ex- 
penditure, showing to whom paid, for what purpose paid and the 
work done or material furnished therefor, in addition to and sup- 
plementing the condensed uniform accounts prescribed by ‘the 
State Tax Commission. | 

42. To see if the town will vote to adopt ‘‘Cushing’s Manual 
of Parliamentary Law’’ for the government of the proceedings of 
its town meetings. 
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43. To see if the town will vote to annually employ an ex- 
pert public accountant to audit the accounts of the different town 
departments in conjunction with the regularly elected town audit- 
ors who shall make a report upon the state of the finances of the 
town, the condition of the town accounts, whether receipts and 
expenditures are properly entered up and vouched for and give 
such other information as the inhabitants of the town ought to 
have in relation to town finances, which report shall be printed 
in the annual town report, the expense of said public accountant 
to be paid for out of the money appropriated for town charges. 

44, To see if the town will vote to request the State Tax 
Commission to audit the accounts of the various departments of 
the town for as: many years ‘back as it may seem to said Commis- 
sion desirable or expedient to go, and pay any expense incurred 
therefor out of money appropriated for town charges. 

45. To see if the town will vote to require the publication 
in the annual town report of the date, amount, and names of sure- 
ties of the several indemnity bonds reauired by law to be given 
by the several town officers. 

46.° To see if the town will vote to have the collection of 
taxes put up at auction in open town meetings at the annual meet- 
ing, the same to be awarded to the person making the lowest bid. 

47. To see if the town will vote to have the records of the 
proceedings at its annual town meeting or any adjournment of 
same printed each year in the annual town report. 

48. To see if the town will vote to have a committee appoint- 
ed by nomination and election from the floor for the purpose of 
selecting and purchasing for the town a suitable dumping ground 
for rubbish, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

49. To see if the town will vote to establish a voting dis- 
trict at Cascade and an additional polling place therein for use 
at the biennial election as provided by Ch. 30, of the laws of 1919. 

50. To see if the town will vote to put in water and sewer on 
Wilson Street and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

51. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following rule 
for the guidance of the Board of Water and Sewer Commisisoners 
in relation to their control, management, and direction of the water 
and sewer system: 

~ “*No member of the Board of Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners nor any person who is employed as superintendent of 
any ‘privately owned water system in the town of Gorham 
shall be appointed superintendent of the town water and 
sewer system.’’ 

‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the Board of 
Health to require the compulsory testing for tuberculosis of all 
eattle of dealers in dairy products who sell their products in this 
town. The period of one year ‘being allowed all dealers in which 
to comply with this article and a special permit being given bv 
the Board of Health to all dealers complying with this article. 
The cost of testing all cattle to ibe borne by the individual owners. 

53. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to whether 
the amendment proposed ‘by the Convention to revise the Consti- 
tution shall be approved. 

54. To see if the town will vote to build & hose house at the 
Upper Village and raise and appropriate money for same. 

55. To see what action the town will take in regard to hav- 
ing a motorcycle traffic officer, to provide a motoreyele, and raise 
and appropriate money for same. 

56. ‘To hear reports of town officers, agents, committees, here- 
tofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

57. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore the meeting.

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To the full detailed report preceeding we would add the fol- 
lowing explanations and recommendations:— 


We recommend that the sum of $8,000.00 be appropriated 
for town charges for the ensuing year, and that it be taken from 
any unappropriated money in the hands of the Treasurer. 


We have recommended under Highways and Bridges the sum 
of $300.00 for plowing the main highway from the Berlin line to 
the Shelburne line under a proposed arrangement with the Brown 
Company. 


We recommend that a catch basin be installed on Highland 
Avenue, and that such portion of the side streets as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen, be permanently improved, tarred and 
sanded, and that the sum of $1,500.00 ‘be raised and appropriated. 


We recommend that the Selectmen be instructed to procure 
a public dumping ground and provide for the burning of refuse, 
and that the sum of $250.00 be raised and appropriated. 


We recommend that the sum of $2,500.00 be raised and ap- 
propriated for police protection. 


The question of providing for a motorcycle Traffic Officer 
has been brought to our attention. We pass it along to the voters 
for their consideration, without recommendation. 


We recommend the building of a hose-house at the Upper 
Village, and that it be paid for out of any unappropriated money 
in the hands of the Treasurer, 


We recommend the purchase of two sidewalk plows—one for 
the Cascade, one for Gorham Village. 


We recommend that the sum of $2,000.00 ‘be appropriated for 
a reserve fund to connect new springs with the Town water sys- 
tem, and that such amount be taken from any unappropriated 
money in the hands of the Treasurer. 


We recommend that street lights be installed on Randolph 
road, from Libby’s barn to the Boston & Maine station, and that 
any expense incurred be paid from any unappropriated money in 
the hands of the Treasurer. 


We recommend $500.00 for the Common, and would suggest 
that the grass be kept mowed, paths cleared out, new paths built 
around the memorial tablet, and the Common otherwise beautified 
as much as possible. 


REPORT OF BUDGET COMMITTEE Vs 


We recommend that the town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $700.00 for sidewalks on Cascade flats, and that any sum re- 
maining from the appropriation of 1921 after completing the side- 
walk to the Cascade barn, be used for the same purpose. 


We recommend that the town take some action towards ex- 
tending the water system to the Islands: Either by purchase of 
that portion of the Alpine aqueduct system, or by installing a new 


system.

statement 


At the request of the Selectmen of Gorham and on recom- 
mendation of the State Tax Commission I have visited the Town 
and spent three days making an audit of the Town accounts for 
the years 1917, 1918, 1919, 1920 and 1921. The 1922 fiscal year 
not ending until January 31, 1923, a complete audit for that year 
was impossible. 


The receipts of the Town as shown on the Selectmen’s books 
were checked as to source and amount. The disbursements of 
the Town were found to be covered by suitable vouchers, all of 
which were examined. ‘The payments were all found to be re- 
ceipted by cancelled checks and the books of the Selectmen and 
those of the Town Treasurer were found to agree during the en- 
tire five years. It was found that all money turned over to the 
Treasurer had been deposited in the bank and drawn out on checks 
signed by at least two Selectmen and countersigned by the Treas- 
urer. The vouchers for the payments are kept on file by the 
Selectmen and the cancelled checks by the Treasurer. 


The books of the Water and Sewer Department were checked 
with those of the Selectmen and Treasurer and it was shown that 
all the receipts of that department were turned in to the Town 
Treasury and that all charges against the department were paid 
by the Selectmen and covered by suitable vouchers. 


The records show that all payments for labor on the high- 
ways and on the water and sewer system were covered ‘by pay- 
rolls duly signed by the men who received the money. 


The School Treasurer’s books were examined and they showed 
receipts of all the money which the Town books showed turned 
over to the district. The library and district nursing accounts 
were checked in the same way. The payments of State and 
County taxes agree with the State and County records. 


REPORT OF AUDIT 22 


The Town Clerk’s records of the Town meetings were ex-- 
amined and it was found that the amount of taxes for each year: 
was properly figured and legally assessed. It was found that the: 
Tax Collectors for the years 1917, 1918, and 1919 have finished. 
their work and been released. 


As was shown in the 1922 Town Report there was $7,756.43. 
in the hands of the 1920 Tax Collector on January 31, 1922. Since 
that date there has been received by the Town in cash $4,219.11, 
leaving a balance of $3,537.32 still due. This amount is covered 
by a second mortgage on real estate in Gorham and is undoubtedly - 
good. 


The records of the Town for the years examined are in ex-- 
cellent form and the Town auditors have evidently given the ac-- 
eounts careful scrutiny. 


Attention is called to the fact that the income from the 
Water and Sewer Department has been considerably in excess of 
the yearly appropriations for maintenance plus the _ interest 
charges on the principal of the Water and Sewer Department.

Report of Water and Sewer Commission 


t 


The Water and Sewer Commissioners herewith submit their 
report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1923. 


Aside from the actual expenses of maintenance and operation 
of pipe line, services and sewers, a line fence was built on the 
town lots in Randolph, the source of water supply. Cedar posts 
and heavy wire were used. The cost was about $150. 


The flow of the Evans spring has ‘been connected with the 
intake by laying 600 feet of 4-inch cement pipe at a cost of about 
$200. 


The rebuilding of Main Street from Marble Hill to Peabody 
River made necessary the raising of manholes; and the rebuilding 
of Main Street at Cascade made necessary the lengthening of 
hydrants and valve boxes. 


The standpipe from which the skating rink is flooded had to 
be dug up and repaired during the carnival. 


The connection with the Alpine Aqueduct Co. has been taken 
up in accordance with the vote passed at the last annual meeting. 


The votes regarding mileage and cost of pipe and laying, 
voted to be published as a part of this report, will be found in 
the following pages, also a list of the tools, implements and ma- 
terial bought, and prices paid therefor. ; 


Consumers are urged to exercise care in the use of water, and 
avoid waste. In extremely dry or cold periods more than the 
normal flow of water is being used, and with the extension of the 
mains and continual addition of services, waste will soon make 
necessary the expenditure of large sums for an additional supply 
of water.

The water supply of Gorham was inspected October 11, 1922, 


in company with Mr. T. H. McHugh and Mr. A. L. Burbank, 
water commissioners. 


Source 


The source is Ice Gulch stream coming off the Starr King or 
Randolph Range. The intake is at a stone dam four miles west. 
of and 303 feet above the town. The dam forms a small im- 
pounding reservoir with no considerable amount of storage. The 
sereen house is clean and well cared for, and the same is true 
of the reservoir. At this time there is difficulty in keeping the 
screens free from leaves and this necessitates daily visits. There 
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is not enough water to waste to make an arrangement for natural 
washing of leaves past the screens possible. State Board of Health 
posters were conspicuously in evidence. 


Watershed 


The stream extends up for about two miles and a half above 
the dam with a watershed of about three square miles, which is all 
wooded with principally hard wood growth. There are no habitations, 
pasturage or logging conditions. There is said to be little hunt- 
ing done on the watershed and little or no fishing, since there 
are better locations about for hunting, and fishing is reported to 
be poor in this stream. Moreover the watershed is somewhat in- 
accessible and probably is one of the least frequented in the state. 


Distribution System 


An eight-inch cast iron main goes from the source to town 
with a twelve-inch cast iron main branching from this, leading 
to the overflow reservoir. Little trouble is had with deposits in 
the mains as it is the practice to blow off dead ends frequently. 


Reservoir 


The water from the source which is not used upon flowing di- 
rectly to town goes to the reservoir which is located about two 
miles northwest of and 230 feet above the town, in a forested 
tract. Its capacity is one and one-fourth million gallons. Satis- 
factory sanitary conditions prevail at the reservoir, which is an 
artificially constructed bowl with a stone bottom. It was sug>’ 
gested that the shores be kept free of brush, etc. Arrangements 
have already been made to have this done. No’ stream or trickler 
enters the reservoir. 


Owners?ip 


The system is town owned and the town owns lots which in- 
clude the stream watershed for a distance of about one-half mile 
above the dam, and also’ the lot in which the overflow reservoir 
is located. 


Consumption 


From the capacity of the reservoir, the observations that it 
will supply the town for three days and the number of taps sup- 
plied being about 460, it is roughly estimated that in the neigh- 
borhood of an average of one hundred and eighty gallons are 
being supplied each person daily. This is a very high consump- 
tion and must be due largely to waste. 
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Meters 


It is understood that very few meters are used. Since the 
supply coming from the hills is none too abundant, and the dis- 
tribution system is being extended to the Cascades, a settlement 
about five miles from the town on the road to Berlin, it is be- 
lieved that meters should be very much more extensively used 
for the purpose of effecting a material decrease in the waste of 
water. It is universally found that meters effect a striking saving 
of water. 


Conclusion and Recommendations 


Gorham is fortunate in having a water supply which is safe 
and sanitary and of which excellent care is taken. It is recom- 
mended that: 


1. The reservoir banks be cleared of growth. 


2. Meters be much more extensively used.

MARCH 14, 1922 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator, H. G. Noyes, who 
read the warrant and proceeded to take up the following articles:

It was voted to pass over all articles up to article 30 for the 
present. It was moved that the town officers be sent for that 
are not here, the Auditors and Treasurer. 

Art. 30. It was moved that a committee of three be appointed 
bn nomination and election from the floor to examine the books 
and accounts of all the departments of the town of Gorham for 
the years 1917-18-19-20 and 21, and that this committee be auth- © 
orized and directed to employ an expert accountant to assist said 
committee in making said examination, and that the expenses of 
said examination be paid from money appropriated for general 
town charges and that said committee be directed to make a 
full and complete report to the voters and taxpayers of said town 
at an adjourned meeting of this annual meeting for such action 
in relation thereto as the voters of the town may desire to take. 
The above was carried. J. F. Libby, Albert Meserve and Oran 
M. Hale were elected. 

Art. 30. Whereas it is commonly reported that the Alpine 
Aqueduct Co.’s water svstem has been connected with the town 
system to enable said company to furnitsh a sufficient supply of 
water to its patrons ‘and customers, it is moved that the Water 
Commissioners be ordered and directed to disconnect said systen» 
from the town system and that hereafter no such connection shall 
again be made. 79 for, 64 no. 

Art. 30. It is moved that the highway agent in addition to 
the condensed financial statement prescribed ‘by the State Tax 
Commission be required to give a further detailed report as re- 
quired by Public Statutes Ch. 73, as amended by the Laws of 1893, 
Ch. 29, Sect. 6, and that he further make a detailed report of the 
location, kind, quantity and cost of all road construction, road re- 
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pairs, bridge construction and bridge repairs and that said detailed 
account and statement ‘be printed in all future town reports for the 
information of the voters. The above was carried.

REPORT OF ADJOURNED ANNUAL MEETING 
MAY 16, 1922 
Meeting called ito order by the Mioderator, H. G. Noyes. 


Art. 30. Report of J. F. Libby, chairman of Auditing Com- 
mittee. It was voted that the report of the committee be accepted 
and the committee be discharged with a vote of thanks. Remarks 
by E. H. Cady and H. G. Noyes. It was voted to reconsider Art. 
2. It was voted that the sum of $9,000, raised at the March meet- 
ing, be reconsidered and the sum of $8,000 be raised instead 
thereof. 


It was voted that the annual report of the Water and Sewer 
Commission hereafter contain a detailed statement of the kind 
and quantity of all material, tools and implements purchased for 
the water and sewer system during each year and prices paid for 
same. 


It was voted that any amounts paid to any member of the 
Water and Sewer Commission or to the superintendent of the 
town system be reported under the heading of ‘‘superintend- 
ence’’ instead of ‘‘labor.’’ 


It was voted that the annual report of the Water and Sewer 
Commission hereafter show the number of miles of mains in the 
original town system and additions to same and size of pipe and 
cost of same as laid; also the number of miles of pipe, size of 
same and cost of same as laid in the Cascade extension and addi- 
tions to same. Also the number of feet and size of all service 
pipe connected with the town system and a similar statement in 
relation to all service pipe laid on the Cascade extension. Also 
the kind and number of services connected with the original town 
system and the kind and number of services connected with the 
Cascade extension. 


Art. 30. It was voted to proceed to Art. 31. 
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Art. 31. It was voted that the laying of the water and sewer 
at Cascades be left wholly to the Wiater and Sewer Commission. 

It was voted that the motion at the last March meeting be 
void. 

It was voted that this meeting adjourn.
